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Continuation of 1 3. Other: The After Final Amendment is non-compliant with the MPEP. In amending the claims the last set of entered 
claims of 12 May 2006 were not used to make changes. Specifically there are words which are missing which were not deleted in 
accordance with article 714 II. C. of MPEP (i.e. strike throughs or double brackets). Basically the words added on 12 May 2006 were not 
removed in accordance with the procedures in the mentioned above artticle. As such the amendment of 8/22/06 was not entered and the 
applicant should assume that the current claims in the case are still those submitted on 12 May 2006.
